FOURTH FIREWORKS IN WASHINGTON 
Losses Of North 
Koreans Reported 


The nation’s most disastrous 
holiday ended last midnight 
but reports of deaths in the 
homeward rush sent the grim 
toll of fatalities steadily up 
toward the 800 mark early 
today. 
Each new report set a record. 
Che figures already have broken 
the previous holiday high holiday 
marks both for total deaths and 
for traffic fatalities. 
The 
long 
Independence 
Day 
weekend ended with 743 persons 
reported killed in accidents of all 
types. At least 435 died on the 
highways. 
May Mount Sharply 
Those figures—a death every 
eight minutes since 6 p. m. Friday 
—were expected to mount sharply 
when the count of fatalities in 
Tuesday evening’s peak danger 
period was completed. 
The totals shattered the record 
toll of 670 dead in accidents of all 
types during the four-day Christ­ 
mas weekend of 1947. The previous 
high for holiday traffic deaths was 
410, set during the three-day Labor 
Day weekend of 1948. 
California led the states with a 
total of 54 fatalities reported. New 
York was second with 44 deaths 
and Texas was third with 42. Mich­ 
igan had 40 and Pennsylvania at 
least 36. Eleven other states re­ 
ported more than 20 deaths. 
More Cars on Highways 
The record-breaking traffic death 
list was due not only to the length 
of the holiday but to the greater 
number of cars on the highways, 
an estimated 36,000,000. 
At least 125 persons drowned. 
Another 21 died in plane crashes. 
President Ned Dearborn, of the 
National Safety Council, called the 
appalling totalis “a spectacular and 
tragic confession of our bondage 
to carelessness and indifference.” 
In a statement to International 
News Service, he continued: 
“The terrible thing about it is 
the utter uselessness and waste. On 
the other side of the world, Amer­ 
icans are dying for a purpose. Here 
at home they die for nothing. 
“And this awful slaughter will 
continue 
until 
public 
opinion 
changes . . . every bit of it is need 
less.” 
The council predicted 385 traf­ 
fic deaths—a figure that was sur­ 
passed with almost a full day of 
the holiday weekend yet to go.

Bessemer Has 
Great Fourth

LOS ANGELES, July 5.—HNS) 
—B-29 Superfortresses from March 
air base were winging their way to 
Japan today to bolster the United 
States defense of South Korea. 
The first of 30 big bombers o& 
the 22nd bomb wing took off from 
the vast base near Riverside before 
midnight last night. 
A spokesman at the base said the 
movement to the far east will con­ 
tinue today. 
The 22nd bomb wing is the first 
of three combat units based in 
southern California ordered to join 
Gen. MacArthur’s command in the 
Korean war zone. 
The other two are .Camp Pendle­ 
ton’s first marine division and the 
first marine air wing at El Toro. 
The secret flying routes of the 
huge bombers were disclosed to 
pilots and navigators by Col. James 
V. Edmundson, group commander, 
at briefing shortly before the first 
ships took off. 
The famed first marine division 
and the first marine air wing were 
poised and ready to move at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. 
Activities of the marine ground 
and air units, however, were veiled 
in military secrecy.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 3.— World War Two-and-a-Half is what 
we have now The fractionizing is a world fact not just a trick of 
phraseology. Secretary Acheson made that plain in his first press con­ 
ference after the U. S. intervention in Korea. Twice Acheson took pain* 
to bisect points of his statem ent. He said that the action in Korea was 
on behalf of the United Nations, but that action with regard to Formosa 
was on behalf of the United States. Then he said also that our inter­ 
vention in Korea was directed against the local aggressors, and he took 
pains to imply that It was not directed against Soviet Russia. 
Tedious. But Also Important 
Thw careful division of points may be tedious, but it is also 
im portant. It suggests that the U. S. is willing to wage a war that is 
half hot and hali cold. It further suggests the U. S. is reconciled to 
light half a war for the UN and another half a war for herself. That is 
to say, we can go on fighting Communist imperialism without coming 
to blows with Communist ideology. Thus the door ha* been left open 
for Red China, like Yugoslavia, to put her own house in order with 
the eventual hope of recognition and acceptance into the UN. It has 
always been Acheson’s hope that China’s traditional hostility to out­ 
siders would eventually work against Russian suzerainty. 
Half-and-Half Language 
Behind Acheson’s half-and-half language i* the dim hope of keep­ 
ing or of winning Asiatic allies against Russia. It is necessary to set 
before India and Indonesia the idea that we oppose aggression but not 
self-determ ination. 
It may be necessary to carry this idea one step 
furthei. Reports from Southern Korea indicate that our efforts to plant 
American-type democracy there were largely unsuccessful. The sugges­ 
tion has been made in W ashington that we now' establish a school of 
provisional governm ent and find out what regimes will be long-lasting 
in the various countries which we rescue from Russia. 
If all-out 
democracy will not stick, then let us discover what will stick. 
The 
British, it is to be pointed out. did this with some success in the palmy 
days of the empire. The many political units under the Crown had dif­ 
fering forms of rule, but all had the protection of the im perial arm ed 
forces. 
Galaxy Of American Satellites 
It seems almost certain that World War Two-and-a-Haii will pro­ 
duce a galaxy of American satellites as distinct from American allies. 
Formosa. Southern Korea and the Philippines seems to be only the 
first of a good many small countries where we shall call the tune in 
straight m ilitary language'. When Mr. Trum an ordered the Formosan 
government to cease air attacks on Red China, he said. “The Seventh 
Fleet will sec that this is done." That is not the language used between 
co-equals, allies or even members of the United Nations. It is authori­ 
tarian languag. and we may expect to hear more of the same. 
From Acheson’s statem ent and from Mr. Trum an's action it is 
plain that we intend to work not only through UN— but beyond 
the UN We may henceforth expect the navy and air force to turn up 
any morning, anywhere, in the capacity of trouble-shooters. Mr. Tru­ 
man has already established his right and his intention to move m ui- 
lai> forces without the formality of a declaration of war Nor does 
the situation exclude the unannounced use of paratroops to restore 
order, say, in Indochina, the Middle East and even in Middle Europe. 
The U. S.. to put it very tritely, has now constituted itself a world 
police force, but not a world conqueror. Despite the electric excitem ent 
here, there is no official sword-rattling at all. No threat to A-bomb 
Russia and be done with it. But there is no doubt that history was 
made overnight at Blair House and that the U. S. has undertaken a new 
and special role. In this deml-war of uncertain duration, it m ust be as­ 
sumed that we will act suddenly, boldly, and frequently. In a strange 
sense we have become isolated again. For. by the very nature of things, 
a policeman is a lonely man.

(INS)—Salvatore 
Giulano, 
self- 
styled Robin Hood bandit king of 
the Sicilian hills who once chal­ 
lenged the Italian cabinet to duels, 
was killed early today in a gun 
battle with police. 
The handsome, swaggering Giul- 
iano whose daring won the grudg­ 
ing admiration of many of his fel­ 
low Sicilians, was trapped with 
several henchme in western Sicily 
by special police forces ordered 
to track them down. 
An intensified campaign by aug­ 
mented police and army forces had 
been in progress against Giuliano 
who had conducted a reign of ter­ 
ror in Sicily for more than four 
years. 
Giuliano’s downfall came when 
police ambushed him and several 
of his henchmen when they at­ 
tempted a raid on a farmhouse on 
the 
outskirts 
of 
Castelvetrano, 
about 45 miles southwest of Pa­ 
lermo. 
Giuliano was recognized quick­ 
ly in the light of the early dawn 
and mowed down by a hail of tom- 
mygun bullets. 
His companions 
managed to escape in the ensuing 
battle.
